Five minutes later, approaching 
the wreckage with my first-aid 
kit, I heard calls for help coming 
from all directions and almost 
before I knew it, two sailors were 
pulling me up the aide of one of 
the overturned coaches, and in 
through the shattered window. 
What a sight met my eyes— Just 
a mass of twisted iron and steel, 
car seats, and personal belongings 
scattered all over the place. 

Everyone was calling for help 
at once, and as I listened to the 
groans and cries of the injured, 
I realized this was a place to 
work. Away down underneath a 
pile of wreckage was a service 
boy pinned by the leg and abso¬ 
lutely no way to free him until 
the torch cutters and wrecking 
crew arrived. His buddy was do¬ 
ing a dandy job of controlling 
the bleeding and we moved on to

the official V-J Day quietly.

It Is reported 
to be the hottest Sept. 3 
In more than half a century, 
coming on the heels of the 
hottest night since the wea¬ 
ther bureau was established 
In Los Angeles In 1883. 

Fortunately for many the 
gas restrictions wore raised 
and a million people were 
reported to have sought the 
beaches In search of relief. 
Automobile travel smashed 
all record.s since Pearl Har¬ 
bor and standing room only 
was reported at mountain 
rc.aorts. 


The Passionist Fathers have re¬ 
ceived word that the Very Rev¬ 
erend Edwin Ronan, a former Su¬ 
perior of Mater Dolorosa Monas¬ 
tery here, has been released from 
a Jap prison camp outside of 
TVtkyo: Camp Saitama. 

When the United States entered 
World War 1, Fr. Edwin was Su- 

e irior of the Passionist Fathers' 
onastery in Liouisville, Ky. He 
'resigned his Rectorship to become 
Army Ctaspain. The late Car- 
iiMiMti Hayes, then Bishop Hayes, 
was In charge of all Catholic 
Owplains; he made Fr. Edwin 
Ms personal representative in 
France; and all during the war, 
Fr. Edwin’s headquarters were 
with those of Oen. Pershing at 
Cbaumont. 

After returning to the United 
States following the armistice, 
Maj. Ronan was elected to the 
Superlorshlp of the Passionist 
Fathers’ Monastery in Chicago, 
and in 1932 he was elected to the 
Superlorshlp of the Monastery In 
our city. 

Fr. Edwin held this post until 
1935. when he was elected to the 
Rectorship of the Passionist 
Fathers’ Monastery in Detroit, 
Mich. 

While Fr. Edwin was Superior 
In Sierra Madre, a man famous 
In Philippine politics, Manuel 
Quezon, came to Monrovia as a 
patient to recover from T.B. He 
met Fr. Fdwln and became his 
fast friend. Later Quezon was 
elected first President of the Phil¬ 
ippine Republic. Knowing of Fr. 
Edwin’s experience in World War 
1, Quezon who was then re-organ- 
ladng the Philippine Army, re¬ 
quested that Fr. Edwin be allowed 
to come to the Philippines and or- 
granize the Chaplains unit of the 
Army. He was given command 
of all the Chaplains: Roman 
Catholic. Aglipayan, Mohamme¬ 
dan, and FTotestant. 

After Pearl Harbor. Washing¬ 
ton made him a Lieutenant- 
Colonel and Bishop O’Hara made 
him his representative In the Pa¬ 
cific area, as head of the Catholic 
Chaplains of the U.S. Army. 

Two parties were able to escape 
from Corregidor: The MacArthur 
group, and the Quezon group. 
President Quezon requested Fr. 
BJdwin to accompany him and his 
family, and although he had been 
xjnite sick at Fort Mills. Corregi¬ 
dor, because of lack of food, Fr. 
Edwin refused: "Mv place Is with 
the troops," he said.

' but not pinned down. Service 
men were a great help in making 
the nece.ssary litter carriage from 
pieces of wreckage, so we could 
move the injured man. When we 
; were ready, a stretcher was 
passed through the shattered win¬ 
now, the only available exit, into 
the arms of willing helpers on 
the outside, among whom I rec¬ 
ognized Tommy Miller. On this 
case It was necessary to use sev¬ 
eral bed sheets and blankets, and 
lots of gauze bandage. 

The next hectic hour or so we 
spent seeking to assist three 
or four persons still pinned dowm 
under the wrreckage. It wras not 
until the torch cutters and wreck¬ 
ing crew came that they were 
finally freed. Their conditions 
were all serious and some beyond 
all medical help. 

Some of the various injuries 
treated were, severe head and leg 
lacerations, scalded legs, bauiy 
w'renched backs and knees, many 
severely shocked patients wrander- 
Ing around in a daze, severe chest 
injuries, and many minor cuts 
and bruises. 

There were many ca-sualtles 
that I did not work on, but as 
I left for home at 5:30 In the 
morning, the extreme value of 
First Aid training dawned on me 
and if I never have another case, 
I am truly thankful that the 
many hours of First Aid training 
enablecl me to assist at least In 
a small measure In caring for the 
Injured and dying in this 'wreck 
which happen^ so suddenly.
